Operating Electricians Stricken Blind 
by a Flash. 


Tho case of the young; Brooklyn 
rex)ortor, J ames IT. Caulilekl, wdio 
was stricken blind for three days by 
the flash of a tndley wire, is attract­ 
ing much attention among practical 
electricians. 
FVw of them arc alto­ 
gether i-eady to accept the explana­ 
tion of tho attending doctor that it 
was a case of hysterical blindness. 
A Brovideucc J ournal man talked 
with oiricials of tho Narragansctt 
Electric Lighting company, and was 
told by them that Caulfield’s case 
w^as similar to some that have hap­ 
pened to their men. 
There are tw'o 
men at the w’orks Avho, during the 
last few years, have been temporar­ 
ily blinded when throwing a switch. 
The superintendent said that this 
happens in every big electric light­ 
ing station in the country. 
When a 
switch is thrown 
the circuit 
is 
broken. 
'When properly done, an­ 
other connection is made simulta­ 
neously. The intense tlash lasts until 
another eonneetlon is made. 
One of 
tho int'n at the Narragansctt com­ 
pany's works was so nearly blinded 
that he was at homo three days at 
one time. 
He was not, however, as 
is said to have been the case with 
Caulii('ld, unable to see anything at 
all. 
He was able to grope about, 
but Ciuild see nothing distinctly. 
Ikdh the men who liavi' liecu atTeeted 
at the electric light eoinpanv’s works 
are remarkably strong specimens 
ot 
manhood and could not be called 
hysterical by the widest stretch of 
the imagination. 
A further argu­ 
ment whi(.-h would bo advanced by 
those inclined to believe tho theory 
of hysterical blindness a fanciful one 
is tliat the flash, when a switch is 
thrown, 
is far more intense than 
any that could come from the trolley. 
The switch-board at tho Narragan- 
sett company's station is now so 
arranged that in case of a flash there 
is aoTiarble slab an inch and a half 
thick between the men's eyes and 
the exact location of the most in­ 
tense light. 
A^et the Narragansctt 
superintendent states that not later 
than two weeks ago he had to turn 
his back to the slab, so powerfully 
dazzling was the ligfht.
